Accordingly swelling of tho feet Is 
an early symptom of certain forms 
of organic heart disease. 
But even 


transient exhaustion of the heart or 
jlogglng of the liver may bring on 
temporary swelling of no great 1m 
portauce. 


Tliu main function of the kidney 


Is to extract water and certain dis- 
solved 
waste 
products 
from 
the 


blood. 
If the kidneys become dis- 


abled and fall to extract the water, 
it accumulates in the body and con- 
stitutes dropsy. It is an Interesting 
fact that the dropsy due to heart dis- 
ease begins In the feet and that the 
dropsy due to kidney disease begins 
In tho face. 
But the puffy eye of 


early Brlght's disease may bo simu- 
lated by disorders other than this 
disease. 
Tims chronic arsenic pois- 


oning of mild degree prducea pufli- 
nees under the eyes. 


Curious Indeed, is that, form of 


dropsy 
called 
hydrocephalus, 
or 


"water on the brain." 
Usually the 


water Is no "on" the brain, but In 
it. There are four hollow spaces In- 
)Ide the brain called ventricles, and 
if, ae a result of inflamatlon or mal- 
formation at birth,. these ventricles 
get. cut off from communication wltl 
the cavity of the spinal cord, the wa- 
tery fluid normally secreted Into tho 
ventricles accumulates in them till 
the brain and skull become enlarged, 
sometimes 
enormously. 
Naturally 


this takes place only when the sub- 
ject is young and the skull is still 
elastic. 
In most cases the victim 


dies shortly after birth, but few live 
to the age of 5 or 6 years aiid rarely 
they grow to fairly normal adult 
life. 
But the hollowing out of the 


brain Interferes with Its action and 
produces much irritability. 


Sometimes a local dropsy is caus- 


ed In one part of the body, a leg, 
for example, by the plugging up of 
one or more veins connected with the 
part. 
When dropsy develops In one 


leg only, It is always due to this 
cause. 


As to treatment, the main thing, 


of course, is '/j to treat whatever dis- 
ease or condition Is responsible for 
the dropsy. 
But In addition, copi- 


ous sweating In a vapor cabinet, free 
purgation by salts, and In extreme 
cases actual puncture of the skin to 
let out the fluid is necessary. 


But, as asid at the outset, dropsy 


Is not a disease.
